“My conscience drove me to it,” 
he said when questioned about 
his wife, Sgt. Carlson reported. 
Kollardsiej spent six weeks in 
a hospital after being probated by 
his wife but was released recently 
through insistence of his wife, city 
hospital officials told police.

Diet and Health 


A Disease Affectin g th e Skin 


I* HERMAN N BUNDLSEN. M D. 


THKRF. are a number of condi­ 
tion* which start gradually with 
weakness, fatigue, and fever. One 
of these ia a « kin disease called 
lupus erythematosus. In this skin 
condition, the tem perature varies 
from time to time, but may often 
get to as high as 105 degree» . To­ 
gether with these early symptoms, 
there may be pain in the joints, *o 
that the condition ia much like that 
which occurs in rhaumatic fever. 


The numher of white cells in the 
blood is usually decreased, but 
frequently infections caused by 
staphylococci or atreptococci, oc­ 
cur together with the lupua ery­ 
thematosus, and in such cases, the 
number of whit* blood cells is 
abova normal. The amount of col­ 
oring m atter as well aa the num­ 
ber of red cells in tha blood, is 
moderately reduced. 


Rash Appears 


A rash usually appear» during 
the first few weeks, but may not 
develop until later. Ex cessive ex ­ 
posure to the sunlight may help to 
bring out the rash. The rash has 
a 
butterfly pattern on the bridge of 
the nose, ex tending outward over 
the checks and check bones. Tha 
rash may spread up over the eye­ 
brows and down over the upper lip 
and chin. 


In about one-third of the case» 
the rash also appears on the hands 
and feet. The lymph glands in the 
neck, arm pits and groin often be­ 
come enlarged. Rubbing against 
th* bed-clothing may cause a red­ 


dened skin area on tha shoulders, 
elbows and knees. 
Bluish Tinge 


At times the rash haa a bluish 
tinge. A fter several months, some 
swelling of the face, arms and 
legs may develop due to a collec­ 
tion of fluid in the tissues. 
The ex act cause of lupus erythe­ 
matosus has not as yet been de­ 
termined. It seems to occur moat 
often in women and children. Ac­ 
cording to Doctor George Baehr 
of New York City, aome damage 
to the heart occurs in at least one 
out of every five cases. 
In treating this condition, he 
suggests that such drugs as the 
salicylates he used to lessen tha 
fever and pain in the joints. Later 
on in the course of the disease, the 
giving of injection* of whole blood 
into a vein is helpful. The diet 
should be well balanced. 


Protein Foods 


Apparently thara is no reason 
for receiving any particular food*. 
It is especially im portant to keep 
up the amount of protain foods in 
the diet, aueh aa meat, milk, and 
rgg« . 
It is also suggested by Doctor 
Baehr that plenty of B vitamin be 
given and also vitamin C either in 
the form of ascorbic acid tablets 
or plenty of fresh citrus fruits. 
The room which the patient 
occupies should hi darkened. In 
order to prevent secondary infec­ 
tions, sulfonamide drugs or pen­ 
icillin may be administered. 
It is im portant that further 
study of lupus erythematosus be 
made so that the cause may be 
found, and some treatm ent for 
eliminating it be devised.
